AMERICA'S RELATION TO EUROPE 


A writer in "The Nation "under the caption of "Uncle 


Sam, Hermit?," makes some signicant 
statements 


concerning Hiram Johnson's recent speech in New 


'"Ignore Europe,' Hiram Johnson exhorts us, and 


straightway set the example by discoursing of her in a 
speech that fills nearly a page of the daily paper. Even 
ecross 'the God-given vantage of 3000 miles of protect- 
ing waters' he cannat resist the pull of J:he European 
magnet, struggle against it as he may. Nor can anyone 
else who is ambitious of influencing American opinion. 
It is easy to poke fun at the flight of so many Senator- 
ial swallows over the ocean this summer, but their in- 
stinctive resort to Europe to see conditions there at first 
hand is full of significance. " 


Why are our statesmen, scholars and1 publicists 


traveling over Europe? It is because they recognize the 
close relationship that exists today among the nations 
of the world. We are but a neighborhood after all. Few 
things can happen there of even small importance but 
what it affects us. We can no more ignore Europe as 
Senator Johnson suggests than we can ignore the tides 
or the sun, or the atmosphere. It is a part of us and we 
are a part of it. We can shut our eyes and bury our 
head ostrich-lake, and quack, quack out the thought 
that it does not exist, but it does not change the facts. 
It is there, and in worse condition, when we pull our 
head out of the sand and more near to the point of in- 
juring us than before. 


An Englishman traveling in this 
country some 


years ago declared that when the 'Americans were con- 
fronted with a perfectly plain duty that they did not 
want to perform and were determined not to perform, 
they called it a ' 'problem ' '. We are afraid this question 
of our relation to the other nations is becoming quite 
clearly an "American problem" in that sense.
